REMARKS 

Claims 11-12, 14-17, 19-20 and 86-93 were pending in the subject application. By 
this Amendment, applicants have canceled claim 11 without prejudice or disclaimer and 
amended claims 12, 14-16, and 86. Accordingly, upon entry of this Amendment, claims 
12, 14-17, 19-20 and 86-93 will be pending and under examination. 

Applicants maintain that the amendments to the claims do not raise an issue of 
new matter. Claim 86 has been amended to be an independent claim and to recite that 
the subject is a "human" subject. Support for the amendments to claim 86 can be found 
at least in canceled claim 11. Claims 12 and 14-16 have been amended to depend from 
claim 86 instead of from canceled claim 11. 

The specification has been amended to correct the spelling of "Gyapay", to provide 
a more legible version of Table 1, and to clarify footnote "g" in Table 1. Support for the 
amendment to the footnote can be found in the body of Table 1. Applicants maintain that 
the amendments to the specification do not raise an issue of new matter. 

Entry of the Amendments is respectfully requested. 

Objections to the Specification 

The specification was objected to due to an error in the spelling of "Gyapay", to 
the legibility of portions of Table 1, and to the clarity of footnote "g" in Table 1. 

The specification has been amended to correct the error in the spelling of 
"Gyapay", to provide a more legible version of Table 1, and to clarify footnote "g" in Table 
1. Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of the objections are respectfully 
requested. 
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Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §112, Second Paragraph 

The previous rejection of claims 11, 12, 14-17 and 19-20 under 35 U.S.C. §112, 
second paragraph is maintained; the previous rejection of claims 86-93 is withdrawn. 

Claim 11 has hereinabove been canceled, thereby rendering this rejection moot. 
Claims 12, 14-17 and 19-20 have been amended to depend from claim 86. 

Claims 11, 12, 14-17, 19-20 and 86-93 are rejected as indefinite for not reciting 
that the subject is a "human" subject. 

Claim 11 has been canceled, and claim 86 has been amended to specify that the 
subject is a human subject. 

In view of the amendments made hereinabove, reconsideration and withdrawal of 
these grounds of rejection are respectfully requested. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §112, First Paragraph 

The previous rejection of claims 11, 12, 14-17 and 19-20 is maintained under the 
written description and enablement requirements of 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph; the 
previous rejection of claims 86-93 is withdrawn. 

Claim 11 has hereinabove been canceled, thereby rendering this rejection moot. 
Claims 12, 14-17 and 19-20 have been amended to depend from claim 86.
